1 . This action is in response to amendment filed on 04/23/09, which has been 
entered. 

2. In view of Applicant's amendment, the objections to the drawings and the 
specification have been withdrawn. 

3. The cancellation of claim 12 has rendered moot its 35 USC § 101 rejection. 

4. In view of Applicant's amendment, the 35 USC § 1 1 2 rejections of claims 1 -1 1 
and 13 have been withdrawn. 

5. In view of Applicant's argument, the provisional double patenting rejections of 
claims 1,12 and 13 have been withdrawn. [Note: The secondary reference was 
inadvertently cited as Kim in line 3 of paragraph 5 of the 12/23/08-mailed Office action. 
It should have been Yamada et al. (US 2005/01291 12), as is clear from the context and 
as cited in lines 6-7 of the same paragraph 5.] 

6. In view of Applicant's amendment, the 35 USC § 1 02 rejections of claims 1,2,9, 
12 and 13 have been withdrawn. 
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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

7. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

9. Claims 1, 2, 4-11, 13 and 14 (re-numbered as claims 1-12) as amended are 
allowed. 

1 0. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A. Regarding independent claims 1,13 and 14, closest art of record Yamada 
discloses a method for setting quantization step according to measured bit rate and 
coding difficulty that avoids problems associated with setting and using a target bit rate 
[paragraphs 26 & 27]; Choi discloses using buffer fullness indicator (and distortion 
estimate) to allocate/re-allocate target bit rate in order to maintain picture quality of a 
video sequence [Fig. 3; Col. 6, lines 6-27]; Lightstone (US 2005/0084007) discloses 
using complexity and buffer fullness to allocate bits [Figs. 3 & 4];and Chang et al. (US 
2004/0234142) discloses a strategy for keeping the consumed bits close to the target bit 
allocation. However, while the above-cited references in combination disclose all 
limitations of claim 3, one would not be motivated to combine them since Yamada is 
designed to avoid setting target bit rate (and therefore avoiding problems associated 
with using them).
